. The rain of last week gave ample proof that 
Highway 23 will have to be practically rebuilt before 
it can be hard-surfaced. In many places the highway 
was nothing but a stretch of mud, with the gravel 
completely gone. 

It’s hard to understand why the government will 
spend hundreds of thousands of dollars building such 
a gravel highway and then let it go almost beyond re¬ 
pair through inadequate maintenance. The heavy traf¬ 
fic that was routed through on 23 during the time of 
the road ban on No. 2 soon pounded the gravel into 
the mud. 

Proper and adequate maintenance can keep No. 
23 and No. 24 in good shape until such time as the 
long-overdue hard surfacing program on this route is 
undertaken. It is the most direct route between Leth¬ 
bridge and Calgary and is a good 20 miles shorter than 
the No. 2 highway route. One of its big advantages, 
too, is the small number of railway level crossings as 
compared to No. 2.

The other day we came across an editorial in an 
Ontario weekly newspaper which stated that last year 
the federal treasury shelled out $80 millions in the 
processing of marketing the 1952 praine wheat crop. 
The editor shed scalding tears over what he claimed to 
be a bonus from the Canadian taxpayers, whom (he 
asserted) have also to pay the increased cost of the 
bread they bought. 

That is the sort of editorial tripe which is fed to 
the people of Eastern Canada, and which has no foun¬ 
dation in fact. The marketing of the prairie wheat 
crop last year was done by the wheat board and did 
not cost the federal treasury a dime. Furthermore 
Canadian people were supplied with wheat for their 
daily bread at a cheaper price than what the British 
people paid for Canadian wheat. The British had to 
pay transportation costs from Fort William. - 

When it comes to the cost of wheat in a 20 ounce 
loaf of bread there may be another surprise in store 
for eastern editors. It only amounts to 3 cents, the 
balance of the ultimate price being made up in freight 
milling, baking, other ingredients, and in delivering. 

We wish some of our western members of parlia¬ 
ment would take the trouble to enlighten the people of 
Eastern Canada as to the true facts of the handling 
and sales of prairie wheat, and the cost of bread con¬ 
sumers in this country.

cannot be accepted for loading on

fadavid certifying that fumigation 
has been done, and then it can on¬ 
ly be accepted if the quota has 
not been filled. 

Entomologists feel that farmers 
should not let up in their vigilant--* 
of stored grain. A considerable 
numbdr of enquiries have been re 
ceived at the Science Service Lar 
boratories from farmers who . are 
having trouble with the grain 
beetle. In some instances this 
trouble is occurring to grain stor¬ 
ed under good conditions. With
